Wage, Price 
Controlfirst

Washington, Dec. 20 — (/P) — The 


government today promised a vol- 
untary wage ceiling formula

soon as possible" to match

industry. 


The economic stabilization agen- 


cy summoned into a meeting here 
the management and union leaders 
of more than 1.000,000 auto workers 
for talks which may provide a clue 
to the coming wage restraints on 
all labor. 


The agency meantime hoped for 


a wave of voluntary price 
roll- 


backs — mostly at the mill, mine 
and factory level — in accordance 
with its price-profits formula an- 
nounced last night. 


But if compliance does not come 


voluntarily, ESA a d m i n i strator 
Alan Valentine warned,

on and the

Chiselers 
Are Curse of

Washington, Dec. 20 —(/P)— The 


government will have a time keep- 
ing down prices and living costs if 
businessmen get greedy and chisel. 


The government has enough ma- 


chinery to crack down on some big 
industry but not enough, for 
in- 


stance, to tackle all the stories 
and small factories. 


Last night the economic stabili- 


zation administration asked every- 
one to freeze — voluntarily —the 
price on what he sells. 


But no one can be jailed 
for 


cheating and 
raising 
prices 
so 


long as ESA only asks business 
people to freeze their own prices 
voluntarily. 


If ESA had "ordered" a freeze, 


then cheating could be punished by 
a jail sentence. 


Although ESA under law has the 


authority to "order" a freeze, 
it 


isn't in a position right now to or- 
der price controls nationwide. 


It doesn't have 
a 
staff 
large 


enough to police prices over 
the 


whole country. Its staff numbers 
perhaps 150.

dered price controls and policed 
them, it had 60,000 paid employes

Seoul — (/P) — An old man with | 


a heavily loaded pack frame 
on 


his back trudged painfully over a 
new Korean footbridge across the 
Han river into Seoul. 


He came from the South and at 


the moment he was the only one 
coming from that direction. 
But 


hundreds of panicky Seoul citizens 
were fleeing back in the direction 
from which he was returning. 


They were alarmed at the pros- 


pect that Chinese Reds would sweep 
down and take this capital of the 
South Korean republic. They -were 
headed toward the port of Pusan 
at the southern tip of the pcnin 
sula. And many hoped they could 
cross the sea and go on to Japan. 
They wanted to do anything to get 
themselves 
and 
their 
families 


away from war. 


As the old man plodded wearily 


off the bridge into Seoul another 
old man stepped forward to meet 
him. The second old man wore a 
sweater between his vest and outer 
clothing to shield him from 
the 


cold. He was white-haired and dis- 
tinguished looking with a serene 
, face that didn't reflect his 75 trou- 
bled years of living. 


"Why 
are you coming back 
to 


"Why 
don't you now turn around 


and go away again with these peo- 
ple?" he asked. There was a trace 
of bitterness in his question be- 
cause in his heart this is where 
Rhce feels his lifelong goal of 
a 


unified Korea can be achieved — 
by standing steadfast here in Seoul, 
his present capital and the city 
where as a youth he spent many 
years in prison for hie revolutionary 
views. 


The old peasant looked impas- 


sively at the retreating backs of 
his fellow civilians. There was no 
criticism in his gaze. But he said: 


"I spent five months going down 


the road and back again. This time 
I will not go. I would rather stay. 
And if I must die I would rather 
die in my home where I 
have 


Seoul when so many are leaving?" 
said President Syngman Rhee 
to 


the first old man.

moved on. As he left, the presi- 
dent looked at him with an expres- 


ion of mingled pride, exultation— 
and maybe a bit of envy. 


The pride and exhultation 
were 


for the courage of the old peasant. 
President Rhce would like every 
Korean to prefer to die defending 
iis clay home with a bamboo spear 
rather than give it up. And the 
envy in his 
face 
reflected 
the 


knowledge that the old peasant had 
a freer choice than he does. 


For it is unlikely that if this city 


must be abandoned by the Unietd 
Nations army President Rhee will 
oe allowed to remain and be killed 
or taken prisoner by the Reds. It 
is unlikely that his advisers would 
let him. He has been too important 
a symbol of the goal of Korean 
independence for too many decades 
for them to allow that. 


But Rhee would like to have the 


choice of the old simple peasant— 
and like him he wants to remain. 


"I have lived long enough," he 


said privately. And at 75 he wants 
what every man wants — to know 
victory or final defeat in his own 
lifetime. And therefore he 
would 


rather die here in his 
old age 


than become a refugee again from 
the land of his birth. 


He spent the greater part of his 


adult lifetime in other 
countries 


fighting for the freedom of Korea. 
Now. like the only old peasant he 
doesn't want to walk that 
way 


again. He wants to get the last 
word in his own career, be it suc- 
cess of failure, in the place where 
it began — in his homeland.

We are increasing our efforts to improve the standard of living of the

The United States, with only six per cent of the world population and 


seven per cent of its land area, under its democratic, capitalistic system, before 
Worid War H, produced forty-seven per cent of the world's manufactured 
goods, but what is more important, ninety per cent of that production was 
consumed within our own borders. Today we are producing over fifty per cent 
of the world's manufactured goods, of which a substantial percentage is for 


other countries. 


Capitalism is backing freedom of worship and providing increasing educa- 


tional opportunities by constantly giving more and more support to A* two 
things upon which our democratic, cultural civilization depends-spintual and 


educational values. 


We have a permanent investment in churches and schools of eighteen W- 


lion five hundred million dollars and are spending annually eight billion dollars 
for religious and educational purposes.

Membership in the churches is increasing at a much faster rate than the 


increase in the population, and in our Sunday Schools at an even greater rate. 


In tie past thirty years, elementary school enrollment has increased 13.5 


pet cent, high school enrollment 146.1 per cent and college and university en- 


rollment 3 51.6 per cent. 


Our public school expenditures per pupil enrolled have gone up from 


$48.02 in' 1920 to $132.06 in 1947, or 175.0 per cent. 


Since 1920 the population of our country has increased 43 per cent and the 


investment in school and college equipment has increased 571 per cent. 


Since the beginning of our industrial and scientific development in the * 


early 1800's, the capitalistic system, due to individual freedom, initiative and 
ingenuity, has given the world more of the comforts and conveniences of life 
than mankind had received in the previous 5000 years of civilization.
